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Paragraph 4; PRC Action No. DD/S- 27-58: 


4. ACTION 


a. The Committee reviewed subject proposal in depth 
in the meeting of 1 August 1957 . 

b. It is the position of the Committee that: 

(1) The Agency should initiate a limited 
Civilian Specialist Reserve Program 
as a pilot activity, confined largely 
to the Office of Communications. 

(2) Contingent upon the success of the initial 
phase, the ultimate magnitude may amount 
to a program of 250 active reservists 

and an annual direct cost approximating 
$158,700, subject to the availability 
of funds from within the regularly 
approved Operating Budget of the Office 
of Personnel. 

(3) No reservists are to be placed on active 
duty under this program in a manner that 
will raise security problems. 

(4) The DD/P concurrence is subject to the 
provision that no transient, on-the-job 
training is to be conducted wi thin the 
DD/P as a whole, as a part of this program.
